Young Mr. Conant is the bearer of the new educational bill 


of rights which has been issued from the new would-be educa- 
tional dynasty. It is bill 505 S and is up for hearing today. 


The new bill contains the same plan that was so thoroughly 


beaten earlier in the session,—to make the ambitious Mr. Fitz- 
patrick the educational czar of the state. It is done with more 
literary finesse this time. 


It is now proposed to make Mr. Fitzpatrick the "executive" 


officer of the central board of education. 
He is also to promote 


"harmony" among the educational agencies of the state and to 
"coordinate" educational effort. And incidentally, we presume, 
keep an eye out for the gubernatorial aspirations of the gentle- 
man from Eau Claire. 


Among other things the bill provides for Mr. Fitzpatrick: 


Makes it the "duty" of the State Board of Educa- 
j 


tion to keep itself "informed" of educational progress, 
educational experiments, etc., in the state and else- 
where. 


To conduct educational investigations. 
To promote "harmony" among the educational 


agencies of the state and "coordinate" • educational ef- 
fort. ' 


To present to the legislature in bill form a compre- 


hensive educational program. 


To "review" all state aid for education prior to 


certification to the secretary of state. 


To approve the allotment of federal aid for edu- 


cational purposes authorized by federal law to be dis- 
tributed in this state. 


To approve all plans, agreements, or arrangements 


for cooperation with the federal government in all edu- 
cational matters before they shall be effective in this 
state. 


To recommend to the governor the names of per- 


sons to attend conventions or other educational meet- 
ings held outside the state. 


To approve all requests for emergency appropria- 


tions. 


To determine when continent appropriations shall 


be available to educational bodies. 


To approve any change in existing schedules of 


fees in education institutions. 


To authorize the extension of courses of study in 


individual institutions. 
It is further provided that in the case of any state educa- 


tional institution, department, board, commission, or'other body, 
the State Board of Education shall in the first instance have ap- 
proved and certified to the necessity of any emergency appro- 
priation. 


The Printing Board is empowered to do the necessary 


amount of printing for the State Board of Education. 


And finally, "all allotments of federal funds approved (by 


the State Board of Education as above, are hereby appropriated 
from the federal funds in the custody of the state treasurer to 
•the several institutions according to the approved allotment. 


The wires are now being pulled and the usual campaign will

L 


ET those who would make the will of the people the 
law of the land, take heart and be of good cheer, 
the Gods have decreed us victory. For whom the 


Gods would destroy they first make mad. And at this 
very moment, a great camapign is raging with fury and 
madness throughout the land, for a law to suppress 
free speech in time of peace. 


If this madness.takes possession of the new Con- 


gress such a law will be passed and I believe sustained 
at the present time by the federal courts. Free speech 
will be stifled. 
Criticism' of political policies and ob- 


jectionable, wrongful and vicious laws will be- cur- 


- tailed if not wholly suppressed. 
The Criminal Trusts 


and Combinations, that in open defiance of existing 
statutes, have ground the faces of the poor, and ruth- 
lessly filched the profits of production for a score of 
years, will- in the sweep of the tide, secure legislation 


' actually legalizing and guaranteeing still greater-profits 
in the future. 


While, such legislation will quickly yield its harvest 


of evil and injustice and suffering, it will, so sure as 
God reigns, bring government back to the people ere 
long. The inexorable law of compensation will have 
its way. 


Eepression and its harsh enforcement will soon 


unite and weld together into a mighty mass, with one 
nind, the eighty million people who arc grossly wrong- 
ed by existing conditions in this country. 


Injustice is a powerful and efficient instructor. 


She will quickly teach this great majority a common 
language and the intelligent exercise of a common 
right. 


It will come. 
We have the ballot. The ballot is a 


mighty power. A righteous cause is a strong cause. 
Where we have the ballot, a just and righteous cause is 
strong enough to win control through the ballot. If 
the cause be not strong enough to win by the ballot it 
will not be strong enough to control by the ballot. 
Revolution by force ought riot to be necessary, under a 
government, where the right of suffrage is free and un- 
limited. Reform of a government achieved and main- 
tained by force is government by an autocracy. 
Through the ballot we can make the will of the people 
ths law of the land. 


Democracy-—a government ef the people, by the 


people—achieved under the Constitution, through an 
intelligently united exercise of the precious right of 
suffrage can be made secure.

Through the ballot, the Initiative, the Referendum, 


and the Recall, can be brought out and with these 
master-weapons of primary power, once within ready 
reach of the people, democracy can be perpetuated and 
made to serve mankind. 


It may be that the Republican party now in con- 


trol of both branches of Congress will wisely prove it- 
self immune to the great madness that is directing the 
campaign for a law to destroy free speech and a free 
press in this country, in lime of peace. 


If not, woe be to the Republican party.

decent enough to print. Carpio was 
called by James W. Gerard an "in- 
tellectual giant." 
He was chair- 


man of the delegation 
of Mexican 


editors that called on President Wil- 
son last summer, and he has been 
•in this country most of. the time 
since then. Explaining the Mexican 
situation he said: 


"The Mexican revolutionary move- 


ment included' in its program 
the 


amelioration of the miserable living 
:onditions of the workingman. * * * 
There was no specific determination 
on the part of the revolutionary 
leaders to destroy capital or even to 
dispossess the old capitalists, junk- 
era and land owners of their titles 
to property. 
The same "hacienda- 


dps" which 
controlled '.the great 


bulk of agricultural property in the 
days of Diaz now control it, except 
where bandits and lawless bands es- 
cape the actio"n of the government. 


"In the midst of tlie people's /de- 


pressing poverty lies Mexico's enor- 
mous natural wealth-. Most of this 
natural wealth is in the hands of 
foreign enterprises, which have been 
exploiting them, and, with the aid of 
Mexican labor,-have been obtaining 
returns nothing less than fabulous. 


"Recent Mexican legislation on 


petroleum and mining .has excited 
considerable comment- in the Euro- 
pean and American press. The word 
'confiscation' has been too often re- 
peated whenever such • legislation 
has been .discussed, but- it may not 
be amiss to point out that this ques- 
tion has two sides, of which only one 
has been • presented to the public, 
that is, the side o'f the oil and min- 
ing interests. 
vThe side on which 


lies-the whole interest of the Mexi- 
can nation hag been disregarded. It 
is briefly, this: 
' . 


"Mexico is not one of tie world's 


powers. It has neither a great .sys- 
tem of military organization nor the 
financial and industrial means 
to 


become one either now or in the re- 
mote future. Only a thoroughly or- 
ganized 
and financially powerful 


nation could h'ope to make good a. 
confiscatory- measure 
against such 


interests as those which exploit the 
mining, oil and rubber fields of 
Mexico. 


"Mexico is utterly deprived of 


financial resources with 
which 
to 


meet the elementary necessities of 
public administration. School teach- 
ers have been working almost -with- 
out pay 
in many Mexican cities, 


where public schools have increased 
in number. Municipal 
administra- 


tion has been precarious.. 


"On the other hand, the flow of 


oil out of 
Mexican territory 
has 


taken place in such 
tremendous- 


quantities that it represents untold 
wealth, leaving the Mexican Nation 
practically nothing as the product ol 
that.gigantic industry. The plan of 
nationalizing the Mexican oil fields 
was resorted to in the new constitu- 
tion with a view to raising a reason- 
able revenue for the benefit of the 
country, but there has been no jn- 
tont to 'grab' American millions. 
Mexico beiieves itself a>free country, 
albeit not a powerful one. If it re- 
linquishes all, its rights to modify 
laws affecting: its greatest national 
resource because of the 
claims of 


'private property' and of 'conces- 
sions' to foreign enterprises, then 
it cannot call itself a nation, but will 
virtually become the property 
of 


these enterprises. 


"The'i needs of the people in Mexi- 


co are appalling. There are no for- 
eign organizations to care for them. 
Mexico attends 
to its- own needs 


single-handed. There is only 
the 


purpose of obtaining, through neces- 
sary taxation in the form of royal- 
ties, a proportional and by no means 
high, revenue for the benefit of the 
country." 


There you have the situation as it 


appears not only to the Mexican 
people, but to disinterested-Ameri- 
can students of Mexican affairs. 
It 


-is stated in- the language of tact and 
diplomacy. Among Mexicans it is 
stated with growing heat and bit- 
terness. 


Surely there was never a worse 


instance of attempted financial im- 
perialism than the demand of Wall 
Street bankers that this country 'use 
its great military power, 
or the 


threat of that power, to black-jack 
Mexico 'into surrendering her rights, 
into sacrificing the vital interests of 
millions of Mexican men, women and 
chldren for the benefit of.interests 
already 
gorged 
with 
unearned 


wealth. 


But how does -all this interest the 


average 
American? 
It interests 


him in the same way that the cam- 
paign for universal military'service 
interests him. It is the issue be- 
tween a just and democratic for- 
eign policy, dictated according to the 
interests of the American, people, 
and . an aggressive, predatory, .im- 
perialistic policy in the interest of 
a special «l*ss of 


The future course of events 
i» 


plai nenough. If the present Mexi- 
can government is not allowed 
to 


carry out its lawful, constitutional 
program of reform, and so to care 
for the pressing needs of its people, 
there will be another succession of 
violent revolutions, unless the Car- 
ranza government itself refuses to 
si-bmit to Wall Street dictation ad- 
ministered through Paris or Wash- 
ington and chooses to die fighting. 
In either event, sooner or later the 
interventionists will win out, and 
American boys will be called into an 
array to invade Mexico. 
Latin- 


American hatred and suspicion of 
this country will flame up afresh, 
and before we get through we will 
be facing a conflict with 
all the- 


peoples of Latin America. 
Greedy 


American 
imperialists 
will 
have 


their appetites whetted by their suc- 
cess in Mexico, and will use the Mex- 
ican precedent to force the govern- 
ment into new commitments in sup- 
port of their predatory adventures 
in weak and undeveloped countries. 
It would not be long before we 
should be brought into collision with 
some other great financial power 
whose capitalists were pursuing a 
similar policy in these undeveloped 
lands. 


Already the demands of the Wall 


Street bankers have given aid and 
encouragement to a gang of Mexican 
reactionaries of the old Diaz regime. 
General Aurelio Blanquet, minister 
of war under -the notorious Hucrta 
and one of Diaz' closest friends and 
lieutenants in the days when that 
ruthless tyrant was selling the Mex- 
ican people into virtual slavery, has 
been permitted to organize 
a plot 


and .an armed 
expedition against 


the Carranza government during his 
residence of the past four years in 
New York City. He landed on the 
coast of Vera Cruz province in the 
first week of April, with the inten- 
tion of joining Felix Diaz and the 
notorious bandit, Zapata, and wag- 
ing war agains't the recognized gov- 
ernment. 


Worst still, Blanquet left a pre?s 


agent in New York who boastfully 
announced the landing of the expedi- 
tion in a long statement that was 
"played up" on the first page of Mr, 
Lament's Evening Post and of most 
of the morning papers of the follow- 
ing day.
